The survivors have no shelter what- 
ever, and no food, the persistent 
rains making it impossible to kindle 
fires, and the majority have but tat- 
tered rags for clothing. In the inland 
villages surrounding Reggio alone, 
that have been destroyed, the dead 
number 7,000. 
Whenever it has 


been possible to get a message 
through from these localities, the 
cry has been for food.

He Falls Dead at Feet 


cf Young Lady. 


Oakland. Cal., Jan. 1.—News has 


been received in this city of a tragic 
ending of a merry house party of Oak- 
laud young folks at the summer home 
of Dr. 11. P. Carleton, at Ben Lomond, j 
Santa Cruz county, when Thomas N. 
Ritchie was shot and instantly killed 
in a mock duel with his chum, Irving 
Cockroft. 


The two youths, together with Dr.

Forgets to Unload Pistol. 


Ritchie emptied the shells from his 


weapon; young Carleton did the same, 
but in the 
confusion 
of jests and 


laughter Cockroft forgot to unload IUK 
weapon. 


Ritchie and Cockroft advanced to- 


ward each other, and Ritchie, who 
was first to snap the trigger of his 
gun, 
banteringly said: 
"Why don't 


you shoot''." 


Cockroft pulled the trigger. There 


was a loud report as the shell explod- 
ed and Ritchie, 
raising 
his arms 


spasmodically, cried, "I am shot!" 
and fell to the floor at the feet of Miss 
Knowles and Miss Bridges. 


A physician was hastily summoned, 


but Ritchie had expired, the bullet 
having penetrated his heart. 
After 


an 
inquest the 
jury' found 
that 


Ritchie's death was caused by a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by Irving Cock- 
roft, but that the shooting was entire- 
i.. accidental. 


Families Grief-Stricken. 


The Ritchie, Cockroft and Carleton 


families, all of Oakland, were grlef- 
Ktricken by the tragedy. 
The dead 


boy's mother, Mrs. Robert F. Ritchie, 
is the widow of R. F. Ritchie, for 
inuny years pastor of St. Paul's 
church in this city. Cockroft, Ritchie 
and Carlefon had been schoolmates 
and fraternity associates at the Oak- 
land High school. Cockroft has just 
entered the University of California.

.es that it is written, "If thou shalt 
onfess with thy mouth Jesus as Lord, 
nd sbalt believe in thine heart that

or, 12:3.) It is in the Epistles that 
t is written: "Have this mind'in you, 
hich was. also in Christ Jesus; who

Phil. 2:5-7.) 
A careful analysis of the references

It is in harmony with this' growth 


hat the miracles of Christ in the ma- 
erial world have but five verses in 
iis last and fullest gospel. 


Those ^ho make Christ's example 


the central fact of the gospel, more 
.han the incarr.ntion and the cross and 
:he resurrection put together, TV!' 
well to ponder that in the last and 
fullest gospel 
there 
are but four 


verses about him as the perfect ex- 
ample, while there are about three 
lundred verses about the incarnation, 
.he cross and the resurrection. 
Paul 


s often spoken of as a philosopher. 
He had the ability for that, but he 
and his fellow apostles were mainly 
heralds of these three 
great facts. 


Faith was to rest, on these historic 
facts and upon corresponding experi- 
ences in one's own soul. Everything 
else about the 
life 
of Christ these 


apostles treat as subordinate to these 
three great facts, which are three 
parts of the one fact, that the Christ 
of infinite love came down from heav- 
en to the cross to save us from the 
guilt of sin by dying in cur st<?ad, and 
then rose from the dead and relumed 
to heaven to save us from the power 
of sin and the love of sin by his life 
above and within. Let us keep this 
aspect of the truth In mind as we 
study the Acts and the Epistles dur- 
ing this year 1809.'

Teaching After the Resurrection. 
"Until the day In which he was 


taken_up."- There was only a brief 
interval in his-teaching, on those days 
when he lay in the tomb. The teach- 
ings which he gave his apostles be- 
fore his death were continued after 
Ills 'resurrection until his ascension. 
I. Cor. 15:5; Mark 16:12, 13; Luke 
24:13-25; Mark 16:14; 
Luke 24:36- 


49; John 
20:19-23; John 20:24-29; 


John 21:1-24; Matt. 28:16, 17; Matt

pearing unto them by the space of 
forty days, and speaking the things 
concerning the kingdom of God." 


'"Being assembled

To ascertain the extent to which 


operating employes are complying 
with the rules the Pennsylvania rail- 
road during October made efficiency 
tests covering 22,831 cases. Reports 
show that in 
22,749 cases the em- 


ployes obeyed tho rules to the letter 
Three thousand three hundred anc 
sixty-five were tests of observance of 
block signals set in unexpected ways 
and the percentage o£ observance was 
99.1. 
To ascertain the thoroughness 


with which employes observe emerg 
ency signals, such as fuses,..torpedoes 
etc., 3,357 trains were tested, and in 
9D.6 per cent, of the cases the rules 
were obeyed perfectly.

Treasury Report to Show Government 


Behind for Six Months. 


Washington, Jan. 1.—The forthcom- 


ing treasury statement of the govern- 
ment receipts and expenditures -will 
show a deficit for the first six months 
o£ the current fiscal year of approxi- 
mately $64,288,463". The receipts from 
customs for the six months will aggre- 


gate about $139,003,076; internal rev- 
enue about $28,740,530, and receipts 
from miscellaneous sources about $25,- 
679,305. 


This is a falling off in customs as 


compared with the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1907 of about $27,680,000, and 
a decrease In internal 
revenue of 


about $4,000,000 and in miscellaneous 
receipts of about $3,000,000. The ex- 
penditures during the same period iwill 
amount to 
nearly 
$358,000,000, as 


against $325,000,000 for' the first six 
months of the last fiscal year. 


The heaviest increase will be shown 


to be on account of the war depart-' 
ment, which will approximate $12,500,- 
000.

' The collbssal emigrant steamships 
that for years past have been en- 
gaged in transporting the surplus pop- 
ulation of -Calabria and Sicily to the 
four corners of the world, but espe- 
cially to the United States, are today 
being employed in removing survivors 
and refugees to places of safety. Mes- 
sina.and Reggio, the two typical south- 
ern cities of Italy, are today no more. 
The fury of land and sea has com- 
passed their ruin and what little're- 
mains—heaps of shattered 
masonry 


covering countless dead bodies—is 
•now to be covered with quicklime to 
prevent the outbreak of epidemics. 


Can Feed the Sufferers. 


The system of gathering of the 


survivors on board the huge emi- 
grant steamers, will solve one of the 
most important problems that con- 
front the' authorities—namely that 
ot feeding the people. 
If it is found 


Impossible to set the refugees on 


shore, and the land accommodations 
are 
rapidly- filing up

wounded, they can be fed on board 
the ship, for each vessel is pro- 
vided with thirty days' rations for a

This advantage of feeding, how-

There are 


still scores of smaller inland towns 
and villages where it is impossible 
to send relief. 
The conditions in 


these sections are indeed, desperate. 
The survivors' have no shelter what- 
ever, and no food, the persistent 
rains making it impossible to kindle 
fires, and the majority have but tat- 
tered rags for clothing. In the inland 
villages surrounding Reggio alone, 
that have been destroyed, the dead 
number 7.000.

THE DEAD IN REGGIO. 


Number Smaller Than First Thought 


Some Uate News. 


Rome, Jan. 1.—An orAcial dispatch 


received here from Regglo. says that

amounts to 20,000. 


The 
presence of the 
king and 


queen of Italy in the stricken district 
has done much to infuse energy into 
the different relief committees. 
' Considering the means at the 'dis- 
posal of the rescue workers, wonders 
are, being done. 
~T.h8 queen looks far from -well. She 
is exhausted and the terrible scenes 
she has witnessed have affected her 
strongly. 
She weeps frequently and 


on.more than one occasion she has 
covered the hands of some unfortun- 
ate woman with her tears. 


Queen Remains to Aid. 


The king desired the queen to return 


to Rome, but this she refused, say- 
ing she could not sleep from think- 
ing of- the miseries of her subjects, 
By remaining on the spot she feels 
she can'do something to serve the 
general misery. 


Trains leaving here for the south 


are filled almost entirely .with news- 
paper men, relatives of victims or 
volunteers on rescue committees. 


These committees are composed of 


every nationality of Europe. Some of 
the volunteers do not speak a word 
of Italian but they go forward simply 
because they have hands with which 
to work. All volunteers are thankful- 
ly accepted, and there is room for 
thousands more. 


Prof, Alafani, of the Florence ob- 


servatory predicts that the seismic 
activities will continue for three years 
to come. 
He -recommends the . en- 


forcement of restrictive building laws 
in the'earthquake zones of Italy. 


Personal Accounts of Survivors. 


The personal accounts of survivors 


obtained today all go to confirm the 
first reports of the extent of the dis- 
aster, and they but add to the grue- 
some recital of suffering and pathetic 
inability to. help the injured. One 
feature of the disaster at Reggio, is 
the large number of homeless chil- 
dren. 
In some cases little babies 


were found 
creeping about in the 


ruins and it seems Impossible to re- 
store them to parents even if the 
parents are alive. 
' A sailor who went ashore at Reg- 
gie relates that, during his work of 
rescue he was,attracted by a sound 
of infant voices. 
Looking under a 


fallen beam he found twins about a 
year old in a basket. They were un- 
injured and their clothing was of the 
best. 
They 
have not 
yet 
been 


claimed. 


Survivors Become Insane. 


In many cases survivors recovered 


consciousness to find themselves far 
away from the scene of the disaster. 
Large numbers of survivors have be- 
come insane. They try to throw them- 
selves overboard, :f they are at pea, 
or to hurl themselves out of car win- 
dows. One poor woman relates that 
in her family were her husband and 
eight children. 
She was. awakened 


by a great rushing noise. 
She then 


lost consciousness nnd knew nothing 
further until she found herself on 
board a steamer far a war from her 
home. The authorities would not per- 
mit her to return to seek her family. 


A youth, himself wounded, carried 


his t?;o lit;le brothers froir. 
their 


wrecked home. When the party -was 
found they were lying by the side of 
the road. Uie young rr.an dead, but the 
children uninjured. 


Reggie Worse Than Messina. 


What has taken place at Reggio has 


teen a repetition of the scenes at 
Messina, but the proportion, of the 
i-opulation to perish at the former 
place is higher. Today the conditions 
at Reggie are worse than at Messi- 
na, owing to me danger of epidemic 
from decomposing bodies. 


It has been proposed. In small vil- 


lages, where not one house remains 
standing, to set the debris on fire, as 
a means of purification. 


Victirn.s May Total 300,000. 


The horror of the situation at Mes- 


s:i»a and Reggio grows with every 
fresh dispatch. 
One of tbe corre- 


spondents 
places the 
death 
roll 


throughout -the entire territory as 
high as 300,000, but this appeal ex- 
treme. 
Others 
make their outside 


estimate 200,000, but the official estl 
mate as made by the minister of ma- 
rine still hold to 115,000. 


Relief expeditions which have been 


making their way to Reggio have en- 
countered tremendous obstruction all 
along the route. 
They report eigh- 


teen provincial villages besides those 
already mentioned in Calabria as hav- 
ing been completely ruined. 
This 


would indicate that tbe earthquake 
did not confine Ha work of havoc to 
the coast. What has become of the 
inhabitants of these villages is not 
known. 
Those that were left alive 


after the destruction of their homes 
doubtless joined the great army of 
refugees 
seeking safety, 
or 
have 


fallen by the wayside. 


The 
Calabrian coast for 
thirty 


miles has been torn and twisted. From 
Bagnara to Reggio, a distance of 
twenty-five miles, the country is half 
demolished. 
Assistance has reached 


only a few of the villages, and they 
are practically without supplies of 
any kind. 


At Bagnara surgical operations are 


being performed with pruning knives 
but at Reggio even that is impossible. 


Bands of thieves infest the country, 


and the 'despair of the unaided vil- 
lages Is complete. Hunger supplies 
the motive for scenes of shocking vio- 
lence, and pillagers and robbers defy 
the few surviving policemen and sol- 
diers.

New York, Unable to 


Bear Girl's Death. 


New York, Jan. 1.—Because they 


lost their daughter, just budding Into 
womanhood, in whom all their lopes 
and love were centered. Prof. J. P. 
Gordy, 57 years, of New York univer- 
sity, and his wife, aged 
45, killed 


i themselves together with chloroform 
yesterday in their apartment overlook- 
ing the river at One Hundred and Six- 
teenth and Riverside drive. 


Miss Gwendoline Gordy, who was 18 


years old, died from bronchial pneu- 
monia at S o'clock yesterday morning. 
Her parents retired to their room at 
10 o'clock. They were found dead at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Added 


to the trials of the two weeks during 
which they watched their child fade 
from health, they had been compelled 
to contend with medical uncertainties. 
Diagnosis of Miss Gordy's illness had 
not been satisfactory. 


Uncertain as to Disease. 


For a time she was treated for diph- 


theria. Then it was assumed she had 
pneumonia. 
In despair the 
Gordys 


changed their attending physician on 
the eve of their 
daughter's 
death. 


They called eminent medical men into 
consultation, "but their efforts were of 
no avail. • 


Though overwhelmed by grief, Pro- 


fessor Gordy 
in preparing 
to die 


showed deliberate and careful prepara- 
tions. He caused no suspicion of the 
intention of himself and his wife. Two 
professional nurses were in the apart- 
ment when Miss flordy died, and re- 
mained there within a few feet of the 
dying parents! never suspecting what 
was going on. 


In New York university, where Dr. 


Gordy was professor of pedagogy and 
the _ history of education, he had an 
intimate friend, Dr. James B. Lough, 
2190 Andrews'avenue, the Bronx. Pro- 
fessor Gordy summoned Dr. Lough to 
his home and he remained there for 
somg 'time, awaiting the hour which 
Dr. Gordy had set for his awakening.

weapon. 


Ritchie and Cockroft advanced to- 


ward each other, and Ritchie, who 
was first to smip the trigger of his 
gnu, lianleringly said: 
"Why don't 


you shoot?" 


[ 
G'ocUroVt pulled the trigger. There 


was a loud report as the shell explod- 
ed and Ritchie, 
raising 
his arms 


spasmodically, cried, "I am shot!" 
and fell to the floor at the feet of Miss 
Knowles and Miss Bridges. 


A physician was hastily summoned, 


but Ritchie had expired, the bullet 
having penetrated his heart. 
After

inquest 
the 
jury 
found 
that 


Ritchie's death was caused by a gun- 
shnt. wound inflicted by Irving Cock- 
roft, but that the shooting was entire- 
\j accidental. 


Families Grief-Stricken.

families, all of Oakland, were grief- 
stricken by the tragedy.

boy's mother, Mrs'. Robert P. Ritchie 
is the widow of R. F. Ritchie, foi 
many years pastor of St. Paul's 
church in ihis city. Cockroft, Ritchie 
and Carleton had been schoolmates 
and fraternity associates at the Oak- 
land High school. Cockroft'has just 
entered the University of California.

It is well to put here a foreward on

Epistles that it' is written, "God sent 
forth his Son,-born of a woman, born 
under the law, that he might redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of sons." 
(Gal. 4:4; cf. 3:13.) It is in the Epis- 
tles that it is written, "If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth Jesus as Lord, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that 
God raised him from, the dead, thou 
shalt be saved." 
(Rom.'10:9; cf. I. 


Cor, 12:3.) It is in the Epistles that 
it is written: "Have this mind in you, 
which was also ia Christ Jesus; who 
existing in the form of God, counted 
not the being on an equality with God 
a thing to be grasped, • but emptied 
himself, taking the form of a. servant, 
being mado in the likeness of 'men. 
(Phil. 2:5-7.) 


A careful analysis of the references 


to Christ's visible ministry in the Acts 
and Epistles shows that this last and 
fullest gospel puts the chief emphasis 
where the earlier gospels did, only 
more so, as the people were now able 
to accept it. 


It is in harmony with this growth 


that the miracles of Christ in the ma- 
terial world have but five verses in 
this last and fullest go?pe'i. 


• Those who make Christ's example 
the central fact of the gospel, more 
than the incarnation and the cross and 
the resurrection put together, will do 
well to ponder that in the last and 
fullest gospel 
there 
are but four 


verses about him as the perfect ex- 
ample, while there are about three 
hundred verses about the incarnation, 
the cross and the resurrection. 
Paul 


is often spoken of as a philosopher. 
He had the ability for that, but he 
and his fellow apostles were mainly 
heralds of these three 
great facts. 


Faith was to rest on these historic 
facts and upon corresponding experi- 
ences in one's own soul. Everything 
else about the 
life 
of Christ these 


apostles treat as subordinate to these 
three great facts, which are three 
parts of the one fact, that the Christ i 
of infinite love came down from heav- 
en to the cross to save us from the 
guilt of sin by dying in rur st-?ad, and 
then rose from the dead and returned 
to heaven to save us from the power 
of sin and the love of sin by his life 
above and within. Let us keep this 
aspect of the truth in mind as we 
study the Acts and the Epistles dur- 
ing this year 1909.

them that loveo him well, that he 
might hide 
himself 
in 
their very 


hearts.'1—George Macdonald. 


"The former treatise I made, O The- 


ophiliis." This refers to the gospel 
of Luke, who is also the writer of the 
Acts. 
Note that he was not one of 


the. twelve apostles, but is elsewhere 
spoken of as the "beloved physician." 
Nothing definite is known about The- 
ophilns. "Concerning all that Jesus 
began to do and to teach.'' It has been 


said that the gospel of Luke and the 
book of the Acts are parts of one con- 
nected life o£ our Lord—one, his life 
in the body,.and the other, his life in 
the church. 


Teaching After the -Resurrection. 


; "Until the day- in which he was 
taken.-up." 
There was only a brief 


interval in his teaching, on those days 
when he lay in the tomb. The teach- 
ings -which he gave his apostles be- 
fore his death were continued after 
his resurrection until his ascension. 
I. Cor. 15:5;-Mark 16:12, 13; Luke 
24:13-25; Mark 16:14; 
Luke 24:36- 


49; John 
20:19-23; 
John 20:24-29; 


John. 21:1-24; Matt. 28:16, 17; Matt. 
28:18, 19; Mark 16:15-18; Mark 16:19; 
Luke 24:50-53; Acts 1:13-12. "Thus ap- 
pearing unto them by the space of 
forty days, and speaking the things 
concerning the kingdom of God." 


"Being assembled 
together with 


them," probably in some room in Jeru- 
salem. There is a legendary location 
pointed out today as the place. 


"Lord, dost thou at this time restore 


the kingdom to Israel?" 
The Jewish 


feeling was uppermost in the minds 
and hearts of the apostles. They had 
not yet received the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, enabling them to be 
broader minded and larger hearted,

world, and not for Israel alone. 


"It is not for you to know the times 


or seasons which the Father hath set

Treasury Report to Show Government 


Behind for Six Months. 


Washington, Jan. 1.—The -forthcom- 


ing treasury statement of the govern- 
ment receipts and expenditures -will 
show a deficit for the first six months 
of the current fiscal year o£ approxi- 
mately- $64,288,463. The receipts from 
customs for the six months will aggre- 


gate about'$139,003,076; internal rev- 
enue about $28,740,530, and receipts 
from miscellaneous sources about $25,- 
679,305.
